An Increase In Enrollment 

The Opportunity Schools for 
Adults increased during the second 
week 178 over the first week. The 
total enrollment in the county at 
the end of the second week was 
506, There are ten schools for 
white people with an enrollment 
of 250, and ten schools for negroes 
with an enrollment of 256, There 
was an average daily attendance 
of 856; the number perfect in at- 
tendance during the week was 195. 

Those most urged and desired to 
attend these schools are people who 
cannot read and write. We have 
succeeded in getting 125 such per- 
‘ons to enroll, It is earnestly hop- 
ed that every one of these will be 
taught to read and write during 
the six weeks.

Kansas Editors Protest 
Govt. Envelope Printing 


KANSAS CITY.—The complaint 
of country newspaper publishers 
against “cut throat” competition 
on the part of the goveriment in 
printing envelopes was added Sat- 
urday to objections previously 
voiced before a House investigat- 
ing committee here by cattle rais- 
ers, bankers, livestock commission 
men, merchants and others. 

“We have had some trouble 
with cut-throat printers,’”’ said oO. 
W. Little of Alma, Kan., scenetary 
of the Kansas Press Association, 
representing 175 weekly newspa- 
pers, “but never in this business 
did they attempt to print enve- 
lopes at the murderous rate of 24 
cents a thousand, as does the gov- 
ernment.” 

The practice, Little charged, 
adds daily to the postal deficit. 

GC. L. Hobart, Holden, Mo., one 
of the 11 Missouri publishers pres- 
ent, said the government had ‘no 
more right to manufacture and sell 
envelopes than it did lipsticks for 
stenographers.” He charged the 
government’s price for envelopes 
with a return address was so low 
that part of it had to be paid from 
taxpayers’ money.

Farm Prices Will 
Be First To Rise 


AUBURN, Ala.—Farmers will} 
benefit and reap their rewards 
when business begins to improve, | 
according to J. D, Pope, head of 
the department of agricultural ec- 
onomieg at Auburn. They were 
the first to be hit and will be the 
first to profit, 

Pope explained, however, that a 
violent decline in prices, such as 
has occurred in recent years, makes 
the whole situation chaotic for 
many years. He declared also 
that present farm prices are en- 
tirely out of line with the gross 
supply und that ultimately they 
must rise. 

The reason farm prices are out- 
of-line, Pope said, is because of 
the economic law that when prices 
fall, producer’s prices fall .more 
violently than consumer's prices; 
and when prices rise, producer’s| 
prices rise more violently than 
consumer’s prices. In the three 
years ending in May, retail prices 
of food fell from an index price 
of 177 to 111, or thirty-seven per 
cent; in the same time, prices paid 
to farmers for the same food ma- 
terials fell from 152 to 64, or fif- 
ty-eight per cent. 

If, by some means, the 1929 
level of wholesale prices for all 
commodities were restored, farm 
prices would rise higher than they 
were in 1929, because some reduc- 
tion in distributing ‘charges has 
been made, Farm prices were as 
high as other wholesale prices from 
1925 to 1929, Any rise in price 
level, he said, will result in a great- 
er proportionate rise in farm 
prices, 

This brings a bit of cheer to 
the farm picture and hope for farm 
people who have suffered greatly 
during the last decade, Pope added.

The marketing of Alabama 
products by the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron Company was started on 
a small scale many years ago by 
u Montgomery man and has now 
erown into millions of dollars, This 
illustrates what con be done if we 
only had many companies like the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Company 
and leaders like George Gordon 
Crawford and Dr. M, F. Jackson. 

It has often been said by you 
that Alabama must feed itself and 
consume its home products. This 
can be done, The many ways of 
consuming peanuts has just been 
scratched, and the consumption of 
peanuts by Alabama people and 
people of other states, if proper 
effort is put forth, can be multi- 
plied many fold, 

It is not generally known that 
when Alabama parched peanuts 
are mixed with ice cream they 
make an ice cream that is superior 
to burnt almond or walnut ice 
cream, which is much more nutri- 
tious and palatable. When Ala- 
bama parched peanuts are mixed 
with green peas or field peas, they 
muke a delicious dish which is ex- 
ceedingly palatable and nutritious, 
Three packages of roasted or 
parched peanuts, chopped or erush- 
ed, or three packages of peanuts 
of the same size, when mixed to 
make one quart of ice cream, 
makes the most delicious ice cream 
that can be put on the market. 
One package of toasted or parch- 
ed peanuts the same size, mixed 
with one can of green peas or field 
peas makes an exceedingly palat- 
able dish. The growers of peanuts 
in South Alabama should demand 
that the creameries furnish South 
Alabama with ice cream, should 
mix roasted or parched peanuts 
with a large part of the ice cream 
sold there, If peanuts were used 
in ice cream and with peas, it 
would largely increase the con- 
sumption of peanuts and the price 
thereof, which would be a material 
blessing to the farmers of South 
Alabama. 

The Extension Service should 
put out a formula for making 
dairy foods out of corn, oats, cot-

George Webster of Florala, Cov- 
ington County, made last year 2,- 
750 bushels of corn on 50 acres, 
following a crop of Austrian win- 
ter peas. This was an average of 
55 bushels per acre, or five times 
the average yield for the county. 

One crop of Austrian winter 
peas caused J. N. Wallace of New 
Brockton, Coffee County, to make 
35 bushels of corn per acre on land 
which had been making 12 to 15 
bushels per acre, 

A corn crop varying in yield 
from 35 to 60 bushels per acre 
following hairy vetch and Austrian 
peas was made by E. L, Fulton of 
Saginaw, Shelby County, With- 
cut a winter lezume he made 20 
to 25 bushels per acre. 

Solen McGraw of Vincent, Shel- 
by County, produced 85 bales of 
cotton on a 15-horse farm before 
he began planting hairy vetch and 
Austrian winter peas, after which 
he made 130 bales. 

By planting hairy vetch seed in 
the fall and plowing the crop un- 
der in the spring, P. J. Watson of 
Lincoln, Talladega County, made 
40 bales of cotton where he had 
been making 20 bales. On anoth- 
er field of 150 acres he averaged 
a little more than 400 pounds of 
lint cotton per acre with no 
fertilizer, 

John C. Webb & Sons of De- 
mopolis, Marengo County, averag: 
ed 45 bushels of corn per acre on 
75 acres following winter legumes, 
They made 208 bales of cotton on 
205 acres. The only fertilizers 
they bought were phosphate and 
potash.

Farmer Of Crenshaw County 


Mr. Z. J. L, Fail, Crenshaw 
County farmer, in discussing the 
benefits of planting winter peas, 
relates his experiences with win- 
ter peas, both as to grazing and 
for fertilizing purposes, both of 
Which are good, Mr. Fail’s state- 
ment follows: 

“T planted three sacks of Aus- 
trian Winter peas last September, 
between cotton rows on each side 
of the cotton stalks; also 1 planted 
two rows of oats on each side of 
the terraces, The oats were drill- 
ed with a cile planter, using a 
corn plate, The oats and peas, 
which amounted to about 10 acres, 
afforded grazing for 4 calves un- 
til about two weeks before I turn- 
ed them under, which was about 
the 10th of April. The calves grew 
and stayed fat the entire winter 
and I did not feed them one pen- 
ny’s worth of feed, The corn will 
probably make 30 bushels per acre, 
if I get a good rain pretty soon, 
this the 18th day of July. I have 
corn on similar land that does not 
follow the turning under of peas 
that will probably make 10 to 12
